fold. There are no dangerous iedges or 
shoals within the bay or near its en- 
trance, which is easy with all winds. 
Another advantage It possesses over any 
other harbor on tbe northern coast in 
tbe winter season Is tbut it Is very 
seldom obstructed by ice, uud the tide 
is not sufficiently "strong to render 
drift ice dangerous to ships lying 
at 
anchor. The 
harbor 
has 
not 


been frozen up so as to prevent ships 
coming iu to safe anchorage since 1740, 
aud the oldest inhabitants do not recol- 
lect to have beard that it was ever so 
frozen up before since tire settlement of 
the colony. It has other advantages 
which cannot be fouud elsewhere in 
America.

Tbe breaking out of the Revo- 
lutionary Wur put a stop to all further 
proceediugs in this direction ou tbe 
part of tbe English Admiralty. 


Our own officers were not slow to 


recognize the Importance of 
these 


wateis both from a naval m well as a 
military poiut of view. Agreeably to 
the terms of a Senate resolution of Feb- 
ruary 13, 1817, a mixed commission of 
naval officers and officers of the U. S. 
Engineer corps examined and reported 
upon a proper site "for a naval depot, 
rendezvous and dock yard," east of 
Delaware Bay. The Commissioners 
were General Swift and Colonel McRee 
of the Corps of U. S. Engineers, aud 
Commodore Buinbridge aud Captains 
Samuel Evans aud Oliver H. Perry of 
the Navy. 


Ab between Boston aud 
Newport 


Commodore Balubridgu preferred the 
former, as it was "favorably situated 
for obtaining timber for shipbuilding 
—" all tbe others favoring Nurragau- 
sett Bay. 
The majority report, dated 


Navy Yard, New York, October 30th, 
1817, goes on to say: 


"The 
Commissioners (except 
one, 


Commodore Baiiibridge) are of the 
opinion that Narragausett Bay presents 
the best site for a naval depot iu the 
Union north of Chesapeake Bay—." 


After dwelling on the advantages of- 


fered, tbe report continues: 


"An examination of this bay has snt- 


isfied Ibe Commissioners (with one ex- 
ception) that Ihe best site for u great 
niival depo1 east of Chesapeake Bay is 
to he found in this bay (Narrugansetl) 
and the various positions upou tbe wa- 
ters of it." 


Again: 
"Tbe CommiHsionera have iu their 


survey und examination only deter- 
mined where It will be best to locate u 
greut naval depot uud where sites for 
defense should be selected." 


The report concludes with consider- 


ations of defensive works just as the 
English 
report did. The defensive 


works are to-day uearing completion. 
The time has now come for tbe estab- 
lishment in Narragunsett Ba3T of the 
"great nuv-ul de)x>t" recommended by 
the gallant Perry and his colleagues.

Thle condition wat re- 
peated several times, so that here la a 
means by which artificial fog may be 
produced at will. The same physical 
laws apply Hi the production of fog as 
In the condensation of moisture on the 
exterior of an Ice pitcher or on a win- 
dow pane In winter time.—Compressed 
Ur Magazine.

guided by selfish motives, and that he Is

men of skilful demagogue because be 
Is enormously rich by inheritance and 
owns " a number of sensational yellow 
Journals" of large circulation, and he 
can hire many able and active men to 
epeak well of him and praise him In 
•speech and in print and in private con- 
versation. 
From no community in 


this state, said Root, does there come 
concerning Hearst that testimony of 
life-long neighbors and acquaintances 
to his private virtues, the excellence of 
his morals, and the correctness of his 
conduct.

The most sensational disclosures, 


however, were made In tbe. indictments 
which were returned against Dr. F. A. 
Rich, a veterinary of this city, and Vic- 
tor I. Spear of U:iudolpb. botb of whom 
were members of tbe state cattle com- 
mission. Spear's term expired about 
one year ago and he was not reap- 
polnted. Itlcii was removed from the 
commission by Governor Bell just be- 
fore the latter retired from office. 


Tbe indictments against the Con- 


solidated company and Brigham charge 
the sale of diseased meal in the state 
and also the shipment uf such diseased 
meat out of the state for the purpose 
of putting it on sale. Itich and Spear 
are charged with selling to the render- 
Ing companies diseased beef which they 
had previously condemned. 


According to the state law, Rich and 


Spenr 
were 
empowered to travel 


throughout tbe state and inspect tbe 
stock of farmers. When diseased cat- 
tle were found they were condemned, 
the owner being paid a aum for the loss 
of his stock. Tbe indictments returned 
yesterday charge tbat the two commis- 
sioners, Instead of destroying cattle af- 
fected with tuberculosis, sold them to 
the rendering companies, knowing at 
the time of the *ale that such cattle 
would be sold as food. 
All of the de- 


fendants furnished bonds for their ap- 
pearance at the March term nf the Chlt- 
tendeii county court. 


Before the 
grand Jury reported 


Judge Rowell imposed I fine of $3000 
on the Consolidated Rendering com- 
pany for its failure to produce before 
the grand Jury certain papers and 
memoranda which bad been demanded. 
The defendant, in contesting the charge 
of contempt of court proceedings, main- 
tained that the papers had been 
de- 


stroyed 
prior 
to the investigation. 


Judge Bowel! overruled the motion to 
dismiss the case and he imposed the 
fine. 


In explanation of his failure to make 


the fine the maximum allowable under 
the statutes, the judge stated tbat in 
fixing the penalty he had in mind the 
fact tbat there are further means of 
punishing tbe company. It was learned 
later that the Vermont law provides 
that a company found guilty of tbe 
charges which are pending against the 
Consolidated company may be perma- 
nently prohibited from doing business 
in the state.

He Is 
better known to us as the writer of 
some 500 epigrams In verses of four 
lines which ar» unsurpassed in their 
pure dictipu, flue wit and crushing sa- 
tire. These clever and fascinating 
quatrains were put Into' English by, 
Edward Fitzgerald, who in 1859 pub- 
lished "The Itubaiyat of Oinar," a ren- 
dering marked by exquisite melodious- 
ness and by poetic Insight and power. 
Omar has been called the Voltaire of 
the east because of his brilliant and 
pungent wit, while his depth of tender- 
ness and profound thought and bis de- 
nunciation of the fate which dooms to 
decay and death what Is t>est and most 
beautiful in the world reveals much 
that reminds one of Byron, Swinburne 
and sometimes Schopenhauer.

by a natural covering of feathers 
which Is by no means Impregnable 
when It comes to the dust, vermin and 
weather exposure to which they are 
subjected. 


If there Is an apple tree In your or- 


chard whose fruit you would keep as 
long as possible, pick each apple care- 
fully, wrap well In pieces of paper 
and place In a box or barrel In your 
cellar. Placed In bran, they will give 
equally good results. In either case 
the fruit will be so packed that it will 
be kept from the air, while If any of It 
decays It will not contaminate that 
which lies adjacent.

Importance that the fruit so treated 
should not be marred or bruised In any 
way. 


The raising of European pheasants 


bids t ilr to become as much of a fad 
as the raising of Belgian hares, a craze 
that swept over the country some years 
ago. However, the former would seem 
to be the more commendable occupa- 
tion of tbe two, with distinct benefit 
rather than injury -likely In case the 
business of raising the pheasants 
should be carried on extensively. Last 
year 25,000 pain of these birds were 
Imported invo this country.

Crystal Sky Column*. 


An explanation of a curious optical 


phenomenon, sometimes witnessed on 
frosty nights, which Is called the "pseu- 
do aurora," Is offered by a scientist. 
The phenomenon takes the form, of 
beautiful 
columns of silvery light 


standing over electric arc lamps and 
other brlglit lights and sometimes ap- 
pearing almost to reach tbe zenith. 
The scientist says that sometimes the 
evening star has n bright shaft below 
as well as above, while the rising moon 
stands in a broad column" of light. 
These appearances are due to floating 
frost crystals which keep their reflect- 
ing faces horizontal. On examination 
he found that the. crystals concerned 
In the exhibition were thin six sided 
plates of Ice, nover more than one mil- 
limeter In, diameter. When the wind 
blows, these little plates are upset, and 
the columns of light caused by reflec- 
tion from their surfaces disappear. 


Crcnlmt of All Cacti. 


The greatest as well as the common- 


est of all cacti is the "soap weed," 
which grows wherever cacti grow and 
which la mall's only friend in the great 
southwestern deserts of the United 
States and in Mexico. It furnishes al- 
ways a quantity of water when cut 
Af Its name indicates, It can be manu- 
factured Into a soap, perhaps the least 
alkaline soap ever made, even though 
the weed itself may grow in the center 
of an alkali desert. 
Beer is brewed 


from It, tlic Indians make a hempllke 
flber from It, and horses and men can 
eat parts of It if the spines are cut 
away; also when it shoots up its one 
great arm skyward It tops that arm 
with one of tbe most .gorgeous flowers 
In the world.—Argonaut. 


Jail Born Book*. 


Bunyan's "Pilgrim's Progress" Is the 


most famous and of its class incom- 
parably the best. English book ever 
written in prison. Buuyan was a pris- 
oner In Bedford jail from 16CO to 16T2 
and In addition to his immortal alle- 
gory wrote "Grace Abounding" and 
"The Holy City" during those twelve 
years.- Raleigh, who was a prisoner In 
the tower, 
1G03-H, occupied sevea 


years of his captivity In writing his 
"History of the World." "The King's 
Quair," n long and romantic love poem, 
was written by James I. of Scotland 
when in prison at Windsor castle in 
1423. Smollett, during his three months' 
detention in the King's Bench prison 
for libel, wrote "Tbe Adventures of 
Sir Lauiicelot Graves." and during a 
similar experience at Newgate In 1703 
Defoe wrote a "Collection of Casual- 
ties and Disasters."
